way of a street parade and general display 
this evening. If the occasion was nota suc- 
cessful one it was not on account of previous 
preparations and sufficient advertising. It 
was intended that the event should impress 
the Republicans with the power of the De- 
mocracy, and that Irving Hall should be 
made to see who controlled the voters of this 
city. When the Democrats of Irving Hall 
discovered that the Tammany display was 
likely to be large and more important than 
any that they could get up mselves, 
they endeavored to procure a portion of the 
éclat of the occasion by joining in the cele- 
bration and opening their quarters for busi- 
ness. A proclamation was accordingly is- 
sued to the faithful, and the Democratic 
hosts were exhorted to turn out en masse 
without regard to their allegiance to the 
house of York or of Lancaster.

X., are passengers on 
board the George and Mary, and have been 
the recipients of much Kindness from Capt. 
Baker and his subordinate officers and men. 
After returning to Depot Island, from a 
sledge journey of over 3,000 miles, occupying

RECORDS OF em JOHN FRANKLIN'S 
expedition, which perished there in the year 
1848, were entirely destroyed by the Notchil- 
lik Esquimaux, who found them in a sealed 
tin box, which they broke open and whoge 
contents they scattered to the winds more 
than thirty years ago. 

The party have secured many interesting 
and valuable relics and identified the remains 
of Lieut. John Irving, third officer of the 
Terror, by a silver prize medal awarded to 
him by the Royal Naval College 
in 1830, which they found in his 
opened agtave. During their return 
trip the search party encountered the severest 
cold ever experienced by white men, while 
traveling, and lived upon the same fare, such 
as raw or boiled reindeer meat, and fish, as 
did their native Esquimaux assistants, 

The party left New Yorkon the 19th of 
June, 1878, in the schooner Eothen, and pro- 
ceeded direct toCamp Daly, as it was called, 
in North Hudsoa Bay, latitude 68 degrees 47 
seconds north, longitude 20 degrees west, 
having had a pleasant passage up. Here the 
supplies were landed, and the party estab- 
lished themselves and made preparations to 
ebable them to eadure the 

RIGORS OF THE ARCTIC WINTER, . 
which they knew was fast approaching. 
Skins were procuréd from animals slain, and 
soon the party was warmly clothed and 
ready for business. Abundant. supplies of 
food, arms. and ammunition had been pro- 
vided through the munificence of American 
merchants. So far the process of slaying 
animals was greatly simplified to the prac- 
ticed marksmen. The summer of 1879 was 
passed in active research for more light on 
the fate of Sir John Franklin and his crew. 

Lieut. Schwatka, in his report of the 
sledge journey, says: “It is the longest 
sledge journey ever made, both in regard 
to time and distance, having been ab- 
sent from its base eleven months and 
twenty days, and having traveled 2,519 
geographical or 3.51 statute miles. It 
is the first sledge journey that 
has been undertaken by white men in the 
Arctic midwinter, but 1 know of none be- 
fore thisencompassing the whole duration 
of the last unfavorable months of that sea- 
son, and, in fact, they have been gener- 
ally very short, and under circumstances 
where comfort commensurate with the ex- 
posure could be easily attained from some 
suitable base, 

IT EXPERIENCED THE COLDEST TEMPERA- 
TURE 
ever recorded by white men in the field. Not 
only was a single observation 71 degrees 
Fahrenheit Jan, 3, 1880, but also in regard to 
protracted cold, there being no less than six- 
teen days when the average shows 100 
degrees below the freezing point, and 
twenty - seven days when the 
thermometer stood below 60 deg. Fahrenheit, 
during very nearly all of which weather the 
party prosecuted its journey without severe 
frost-bites, and even in comparative comfort. 
It is the first Arctic expedition whose sole 
reliance for the subsistence of itself and its 
draught animals has been placed in the game 
of the locality, and whose experience in that 
respect has been spread constantly over 
every month of the year, having started 
with less than one month’s full rations

New York Regiment. There were also in 
the ranks many local companies and munic- 
ipal societies, with military schools, each at- 
tended by its band of music.

The animus of this Southern comment is 
further betrayed by the statement that 
“When a State gives up the education of 
its youth, it abdicates its self-respect,” and 
that As parents are too proud for strangers 
to rear their children and alienate their af- 
fections, so should a State be too proud to 
allow another Government, having no re- 
sponsibility for the way in which she edu- 
cates her children, do that for her and wean 
their affections away from their own State,” 
Any one unfamiliar with the circumstances 
would come te the eonclusion, after reading 
this comment, that the Southern editor was 
writing of some foreign Government's effort 
to interfere in the educational matters of the 
South, and we have no doubt the Mississippi 
editor had precisely that thought in his mind 
when writing of the National Government. 

The project for Nationalizing the public- 
school system, to the extent of providing the 
means for its equal extension into all parts of 
the Union, has been wantonly misrepresented 
by the Meridian Mercury, as, indeed, most 
National projects are when brought before the 
Southern people, The suggestion came from 
Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE some months ago 
that the taxes on whisky, which the Southern- 
ers want torepeal altogether, should continue 
to be collected and turned over to the States, 
pro rata, for the benefit of public schools, 
under certain conditions which should guar- 
antee equal rights and facilities to all classes, 
races, and sects, President Hayes,in his 
recent public addresses, has given his ap- 
proval to this project in general terms, with- 
out entering into the details which were 
mapped out by Tun Tarsunze. When, there- 
fore, the Southern newspapers seek to con- 
vey the impression to their readers that the 
scheme contemplates the establishing of pub- 
lie schools under the auspices of the General 
Government, and is designed especially for 
the instruction of the wegroes in Northern 
sentiment, they are guilty of deliberate per- 
version and deception. 

The agency of the General Government in- 
the proposed Nationalization of the public 
school system would be confined to the col- 
lection and distribution of a certaln amount 
of revenue for the maintenance of such 
schools in the various States. If this rev- 
enue were contributed by the consumers of 
whisky and beer, there would be a peculiar 
fitness in the disposal thereof, because the 
indulgence of appetites which nobody con- 
tends to be useful or elevating would then be 
made to furnish a certain compensation by 
contributing. to the cause of educa- 
tion. It would also be apparent to 
everybody that a school revenue could 
be obtained in this manner with infinitly iess 
burden to the people than by the present sys- 
tem of direct taxation on real and personal 
property. The tax on whisky and beer is 
really paid in trifling sums by those who 
drink. It is not felt even by those who pay 
the tax, and of course cannot be oppressive 
upon those who do not use the articles which 
are taxed, 

The compensation which the General Gov- 
ernment would receive for the collection and 
distribution of such revenue would be two- 
fold. First, it has become pretty evident 
that, in certain sections of the country, the 
great mass of growing citizens will be de- 
prived of the benefits of free common- 
school education unless the General Govern- 
ment shall provide the means, and the Re- 
public cannot afford to allow its eitizens to 
mature in ignorance and then exercise rights 
and privileges which should appertain to in- 
telligence, and which require at least the 
rudiments of education to be properly em- 
ployed, Hence it will be a good investment 
for the General Government to provide for 
something like an equalization of the public- 
school system. In the second place, the Gen- 
eral Government will thus be enabled 
to impose conditions upon the States 
accepting ita revenue which shall prohibit 
discrimination against race, condition, and 
religion, and shall prevent any section or 
State from abusing the public schools by 
educating its youth in the doctrines .of 
secession and treason, as many of the text- 
books now used in the publie schools of the 
South actually do, Perhaps both these rea- 
sons will incite antagonism tg the project 
among the sectionalists of the South, but the 


Southern States will nevertheless avall them- 


selves of the aid when it shall be offered to 
them, and the result will be to promote educa- 
tion among the poor in spite of their opposi- 
tion thereto.

The Necessity for More Precincts. 
To the Dditor of The Chicago Tribune, 

OnrcaGo, Sept. 23.—Tur Tarsuye’s editorial on 
the necessity for more voting precincts is emi- 
nently judicious.¢ As a matter of fact, the vot- 
ing precinct in Chicago has always been too 
large. I. e., too many voters have been required 
to vote at one precinct. Complaints have been 
made by both parties that the precincts bave 
been established with a view to partisah advan- 
tage, but neither party has yet succeeded in 
making them small enough. 

It would undoubtedly be a good thing to have 
all the precinct; so arranged as to inciude not 
more than 3 voters each. In that ease every 
one could. vote with reasonable convenience. 

Of course, a readjustment on that basis would 
change the boundaries of nearly all the precincts 
inthe city. It would double the number of 
polis, double the number of judges and clerks. 
and double the number of places which the 
— Board wouid have to rent for the elec- 

on. 

I should like to see it done, and believe that 
with sufficient work all the 2 could be 
marked out and establisned by Oct. 1, and all 
the additional judges could be secured by Oct. 5. 

But there will be a great deal of work to com- 
blete the change and have it done in time for 
the tirst meeting of the Boards of Registry in 
every precinct, which must assemble. ready for 
work, on the th uf Oetuber, three weeks be- 
fore the election.

Oa July 17 the General Committee of the De-

There can be no objection to the creation ot 
other precincts in other wards; but those above 
suggested, which are based on the population, 
should be established.

The tirst prineiple of the free-lover is that 
woman should have absolute control of ber own 
person. and the right to say no for her own pro- 
tection; and to secure that end no free-lover 
ever svlicits, but gives that privilege to his wife. 
We hold that the loving unton of one man with 
one woman is the only true basis for the family 
and the S ate; and that the forced univn of man 
and wife, after love has been destroyed, is the 
source of maay evils, and ought to be done away 
with by improved divorcee laws. (In our State of 
New York adultery is the only ground for abso- 
lute divoree.) That promiscuous intercourse is 
hurtful to both man and woman, and the fruit- 
ful source of both moral and physical corrup- 
tion. That a small family, weil cared for, is bet- 
ter than many children poorly provided with 
education and other advantages in life, and that 
scientific preventives, directed by physiwians, 
would render the practice of fasticide and in- 
fantice unnecessary, and save the health and 
prolong the life of the Wife, waich are now in 80 
many cases sacrificed to sexual intemperance. 
Some of us bold that there should be no inter- 
course except for the direct purpose of beget- 
ting offspring. I cannot presume to ask for 
space in wu c to urge these ideas by arg ument, 
and must leave them to make their own way in 
the minds of those who respect themselves and 
have their best interésts in view rather than 
their lower instincts.

Gold continues to arrive from Europe in large 
amounts. The steamers for the last two days 
have brought $2,356,000. 

Business and financial movements seem. to 
sympathize with the splendid weather, and 
hence transactions are made in large amounts 
and increasing numbers. Customers are using 
more money, to the great satisfaction of their 
bankers. me of them also report large 
orders for currency from country customers, 
while with others the demand is much less than 
it was a few days ago. The latter have doubtless 
supplied themselves, anticipating increasing 
use for it in a few days-or weeks at most. The 
condition of our banks is widely different from 
what it was only a few. years ago. Then the re- 
port was, Money was very scarce,—not half 
enough to supply our customers. The best or 
paper had to de rejected for the want 
of funds to take it. Now with 
most of the banks the problem 
is to find safe and profitable use even at a low 
figure for their surplus money. This thing is 
to increase as Chicago roils up her next half 
million of people, and then the problem will be 
more difficult of solution than it is now. Wen, 
the cheaper money is the better for those who 
build up and do the business of the city. 


Discounts were fairly active at previous rates— 


viz.: 6@8 per cent, 7 being the ruling figure with 
several of the larger banks. Money is abun- 
dant for all good paper,—that, in fact, being 
about the only quality offering in the market. 
Kiting and accommodation paper finds no 
takers, and therefore makes no figure. 

Demand loans can still be had at a few of the 
banks at 4@5 per cent. The market is firmer, 
and tending to the upper figure. 

New York exchange is a shade firmer. Sales 
were made at Joe discount between banks, 
but holders of large blocks refused to sell any 
better than 50@60c. We heard of no sales at 
these figures. The bank clearings were $4,900,- 
000.

We note that some people 
are yet selling for this month and next, taking 
their chances on a break, which others think 
will never come till deals expire by the 
statute of limitations. Wheat was thrown” 
quite freely, though receipts were smaller, the 
decline of the previous day bringing in a good 
many orders to sell. Corn was affected in the 
same way, except that the lower prices were 
apparentiy the result of a bear movement 
the previous day. Oats were lower, 
rye easy, and barley firm, but with 
very little doing in graded lots. 
Mess pork closed stronger on old, at $18.00 for

5.50 for heavy. Cattle were quiet and weak, with

Dry goods were active. All departments of 
the market were well attended, and the aggre- 
gate of ales reached satisfactory proportions. 
Prices were fairly steady. In the boot and shoe 
market a good degree of activity was apparent. 
and bats, caps, clothing, and millinery goods 
were also moving on a generous scale. No 
changes of importance were developed in the 
grocery market. Trade was fair, gnd Wednes- 
day's quotations were not subjected to any 
change. Dried fruits remain quiet and rule 
easy. Fish were firm, with lake descriptions 
held 25c per %-bri higher. In the market for 
dairy products little change was apparent. 
There wasafirm feeling both for butter and 
cheese, but not much activity in either. Oils 
were active and firm. An advance of e in 6 
deg. naphtha and 74 deg. gasoline were the only 
changes noted. Coal and pig-iron were quoted 
as before. 

Lumber was active at the yards, and firm. The 
dock offerings were small, and several sales 
were made at unaltered prices, Wool dealers 
report more business and a steadier market, the 
sales Being principally to Western maoufactur- 
ers. Broom-corn was in good demand and steady. 
Eastern parties are buying here andin the coun- 
try. Seetis were in good demand and tirmer. 
Timothy and upland hay were in good request 
and steady. The former is wanted to send to 
the ‘umber and mining regions. The street was 
well stocked with poultry, which was siow and 
easy, excepting turkeys.

HARBOR ACCIDENTS. 

The fine new steam-barge Henry Chisholm 
marked her first entry here in a most 
unpleasant manner. She arrived here be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock Wednesday evening, laden 
with 1,800 tons of coal, and immediately essayed 
to steam to her dock at the North-Side Gas 
Company’s works in the Ogden Canal.

thought to include craft of that burden even 
when foreign built and owned by American cit- 
izens. 

The provision certainly bas no such effect 
directly, for vessels so built were not required 
or allowed to be enrolled previously to reliev- 
ing from enroilment; therefore it operates upon 
craft built within the United States only as 
much asif that term bad been expressiy in- 
sorted. Nor in my opinion does it have such an 
athe — 1 that it does proceeds apparent 

e argument - 
ly upon the ground that, as States that hitherto 
have been prevented from the coasting trade of 
the United States have effected that purpose by 
conferring the privileges to vessels registered or 
enrviled, such registration and enrollinent being 

bie for United States vessels only, there- 

ore, when re or enroliment is no 

longer requi as to craft of a certain bur den, 

such craft may engage in coasting, no matter 
whether United States built or not. 

It the granting of the privilege of coasting to 
United States built craft were a mere incident to 
the law for recistration and enrollment, in- 
tended for the befter euforcement of that sys- 
tem, the above argument would have great 
weight; but this is not so. That privilege is the 
expression of = icy, and althoug it 
has found a convenient method of enforcement, 
it isin pointof reason and foundation entirely 
independent of them? 

Reference to the act of 1790, Chap. II, will 
show that registration and enroliment have 
from the first been intended as a means of en- 
forcing privileges bestowed upon United States 
built vessels, and so the frame ot the law has 
stood ever since. To conclude that a repeal of 
these acts works a protantio repeal of the privi- 
leges is in effect to reverse the old maxim and 
to hold that the principle follows the excessor; 
meanwhile the only proof conclusive seems to 
be that the privileges must thereafter be en- 


| forced by whatever other means the law affords. 


I therefore, upon the whole, conciude that the 
clause in question is limited to craft navigating 
lakes or rivers belonging solely to the United 
States, and that with reward to these it does not 
— with the requirements that they be 
built thin the United States of Sec. 4.122. 
And I answer the questton submitted by you in 
the negative. Although the vessels mentioned 
in See. 4,371 need no longer be eurolied, 
registered, or licensed, they ust still be such as 
by the former law might have been enrolled or 
licensed.

The practice deseribed is by no means confined 
tothe part of Lancashire under consideration, 
Our own knowledge of it is somewhatextensive, 
but the exposure, 80 far as we have met with it. 
has been invariably limited to th@ obviously 
mild cases of infectious diseases, and two ele- 
ments entered into the practics. Firat, there 
was the vractically universal belief that the in- 
fectious diseases of children had to be under- 
gone by every child, and the sooner they were 
got over the better bor the child, both as to its 
chance of recovery and its subsequent welfare: 
and, next, there was the belief that if a child 
contracted the disease from a mild case it woulda 
have a mild attack, hence mild cases were se- 
lected to vateh the disease from. 

In both these elements there was a substratum 
of truth, which long experience and common 
observation had shown, and which was uncheck-
